2. A brief summary of Subject's allegations and sworn or 
spontaneous statements against Fritz Schwend follows: 

Subject claims to have lived with Sc broad during the 
period April - July 1965 at which time he became privy to 
many ef Schwend' s activities, principally by helping him 
with his correspondence. He alleges - that Scborend was 
involved with a person named Klaus Altman, presumed con- 
fidant of Gen. Bene Barrientos, in a plot to eliminate 
Victor 9am Eat cased**; that Altman visited Schwend's home 
while serving as a courier between La 9am and Lina to 
pick up tape recordings of conversations between Schwend 
and ME Sstensoere and to pass on instructions, - that 
Sshrond was engaged in double dealing during the period 
of active guerrilla warfare la Peru In 1965 by promoting 
a scheme whereby Schwend would provide the C D with 
info on the whereabouts and activities of Has leaders on 
+*>e one hand while selling arms to the latter on the other. 

- That Schwend corresponds with a person named 
Julius BA UBB residing on Fmnsoslscheatrasse la X. Berlin 
from whom Schwend receives ffafR propaganda bulletins twice 
monthly. 

- That the Biro Quesada family once offered Schwend 
two million dollars to murder Haya derla Torre. 

- That Schwend made offers to both the U.8. and Cuban 
Governments involving the sale of info on Peru and Bolivia 
(including audio coverage of bus Estenssoro's conversations) 
lb exchange for $5,000 per month and that the offer to the 
U.8. Government was made thru Joseph J. Pallet. 
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- That Bcfevend has contacts In Sang tong, Israel end 
the Arab countries of the Kiddle East. 



- That 8cbwend receives protection free Javier Cauapcc 
Kant ©ya of PIP and the Klro Quesad* family in return for 
service* he renders then such as collaborating co an 
informant, proacting business pay-offs etc.
